view the nation should embrace. He 
has not even been able to impose his 
taste in art and literature on Ber- 
liners.

Nevertheless with his perfect French, 
his good Italian, his easy English

But he is considered no politician 
in the sense that Ferdinand is a 
politician and he personally is no 
political factor, although his genius 
for formulating crisp, rallying cries 
make him a nucleus for the political 
press agent.

MUST CONFORM TO RULES. 


Edict Affecting Public Institutions Issued 
by the Administration.

AN FRANCISCO, March 7.—All 
city, county, State and munici- 
pal institutions maintaining din- 
ing-Tooms and serving meals must 
make their wheat flour purchases 
according to the wheat substitute 
regulations of the United States 
Food Administration, it was an- 
nounced today by the Federal Food 
Commissioner for California. 
Purchases of flour for bread bak- 
ing or rolls would have to be in the 


ratio of four pounds of wheat flour 
te ohe pound of substitutes. For 
other purposes the ratio would be on 


a fifty-fifty basis, or, one pound of 
substitutes for each pound of wheat 


flour purchased.

One of the peculiarities of the 
storm ig the absence of run-off in 
the Los Angeles River, which, ac- 
cording to the river gauge placed at 
the Seventh-street bridge by the 
Weather Bureau, showed eleven feet 
and nine inches of water at 8 o'clock 
this morning. According to Dr. 
Ford A. Carpenter, this is due to the 
fact that the water has practically 
all been absorbed by the soil and 
there will be no great run-off unless 
sharp rains continue for the next 
twenty-four hours.

The normal rainfall for Los An- 
geles, which ts based on a tabula- 
tion covering a period of twenty-five 
years, is 11.74 inches.

BUMPER FRUIT 
CROP PREDICTED.

A DRY—HUH! 


RAIN SELDOM FAILS HERE. 


Half Century of Records Shows Enough 
for Good Crops. 


BY GEORGE W. BURTON. 
ROM the point of view of the all gone and tile rice had not be- 


Weather Bureau, California is 


one of the most reliably wet 
States in America. 

am now passing through 
the fifty-third season in the State 
and only one of these seasons has 
been disastrously dry. That is a 
season I have good reason to re- 
member. It wag the third or fourth 
after my arrival. Money was easily 
made in those days. I came to the 
Stata on borrowed money and had 
Saved about $1500. With a partner 
I bougpt about 6000 acres of Puente 
Hills from .William Workman “on 
tick.” We stocked the land with 
sheep. I put all my savings in the 
investment and gave a chattel mort- 
ty on the sheep to secure the 


The first year after the invest- 
ment was made the rainfall was 
Scant. but sufficient to carry the 
sheep through. The second season 
was the one referred to above as 
the only one that could be prop- 
erly termed ‘dry. The sheep went 
through the second vear in pretty 
good shape. But when in the fall 
of the third season the rains held 
off until very late, the sheep began 
to grow verv thin. 

THE SHEPHERD'S TALE. 

We hired a herder to drive them 
to Parhanagut Valley in Nevada. 
where we heard there was plenty 
of feed. For three months we were 
without a word of the fate of the 
flock. Then came back the herder 
with empty hands, but with a mouth- 
ful of a “tale of woe.“ He came 
very differently from that early 

pherdess “Little Bo Peep.” who 

Nen she came home had her flock, 
< — sheep carrying his tail behind 

I was busily engaged in teaching 
school and could not go with the 
sheep. My partner was a kid glove 
exquisite, no more fit to rough it 
than the most delicately brought up 
lady in the land. «He hadn't a 
thing to do but walk about town. 
So as I couldn't go and he wouldn't 
co, the flock was trusted to a hired 
man. practically unknown to both 
of us. He may have been very hon- 
est and the tale he told may have 
been the exact truth. On the con- 
trary, he may have been the veriest 
rogue out. of the penitentiary and 
the tale he told the biggest lie since 
the time of Ananias’s discovery. 

IN A SORRY PLIGHT. 

It was entirely poskible for him to 
drive the sheep to good pastures and 
there sell them for a good price, 
leaving us in 4 worse plight than 


the little boy “crying in the lane.” 


tor he had one bag of wool. 

I came to California via Panama. 
in August, 1866, The journey should 
have been made in twenty-two 
days, eight on the Atlantic from 
New York to Aspinwall and four- 
teen on the Pacific from Panama to 
San Francisco. The trip on the At- 
lantic was made on schedule time, 
and then came one never-to-be-for- 
gotten day in the tropics. 

In the Pacific, when our ship, the 
Constitution, reached Acapulco, a 
perfectly land-locked harbor on the 
west coast of Mexico, we found a 
sister ship, the Golden Age, with a 
broken shaft, waiting for some one 
to tow her to her home port, San 
Francisco. We were obliged to wait 
about two days for her to get ready 
and all the passengers were forbid- 
den to go ashore. The reason was 
that that unfortunate Austrian, 
Prince Maximilian, was trying to 
make himself Emperor of Mexico 
and his army had possession of 
Acapulco, while on the heights 
above the city floated the Mexican 
— over the camp of Juarez’s sol- 

era, 


SOME LUSCIOUS FRUIT. , 


But this did not interfere with 
our having a good time. There were 
more than 1000 passengers on our 
ship and most of us fairly reveled 
in pineapples, bananas and mangos 
picked ripe and sold fresh from the 
fields. The person who has not eat- 
en these fruits so ripened where 
they grow does not know what the 
fruit is. 

At last we got out of Acapulco 
with our tow and made for northern 
latitudes. The disabled ship, fas- 
tened to us by about 300 yards of 
cable, presented the appearance of 
a monstrous bird with one broken 
wing as she me after us, filppity- 
flop, floppity-filp, with one wheel 
dead, but working the good one to 
help along. For all this, the time 
on the Pacific Ocean was 80 length- 
ened that we were retarded eleven 
days. 

When we reached California the 
dead season was at fits height, and a 
mighty homesick trio was our party. 
The stay at Acapulco and lingering 
so long in the tropics had the effect 
of giving all three of us an attack 
of the dreaded Tonto fever. I got 
off with a very light attack. * 
wife had a rather severe attack and 
cousin a dose so bad that she never 
got quite over it. 


DIFFICULT TEACHING. 
T came out under contract to teach 


school at San Mateo. There was not 
a house tn the village to be had. 


So I was forced to move down to] 


Redwood City and open a school on 
my own account. The doctor gave 
me a dose of croton oil pills that 
would tear the tubing out of a steam 
boiler. It worked me up and down 
relentlessly for twenty-four hours. 


| Mrs. Burton was Ill for more than a 


week and her cousin delirious for 
three weeks. 

This was somewhat of a handi- 
cap for a young man. 

But I pulled through it some way 
or other. I had to go to San Fran- 
cisco to buy furniture, ship it to 
Redwood City, install it in the house, 
then return to San Mateo, get my 
two invalids and drive them to their 
new home. Three days after school 
opened I went twice to San Fran- 
cisco in search for a girl to do 
housework. I might as well have 
sent a wireless to heaven to have 
an angel sent down to cook meals, 
wash dishes and act as nurse to the 
woman raving with fever. So I had 
to do all the tasks myself, and many 
a blunder it cost us. 

After about a month of this strug- 
gle the sick woman expressed a de- 
sire for some boiled rice. I had 
a quart of milk In the kitchen. Tak- 
ing a big cupful of rice I washed it, 
put it in a small skillet and poured 
into it enough milk to cover it. 

ADVENTURE WITH RICE. 

Of course, the moment the milk 
began to boll the rice began to swell. 
It swelled and swelled and began to 
burn. I poured in more milk and 
the rice swelled more, so the process 
kept on, the more milk the more 
rice until that Chinese cereal was 
all over the stove and running all 
over the floor. At last the milk was 


~ 


gun to get soft. My patience be- 
came as exhausted as the milk and 
my discouragement grew with the 


ce. 

At this interesting juncture came 
a rat-ta-tat at the front door. Go- 
ing there I found two strange ladies, 
mothers of two of my pupils and 
near neighbors. I presented a dole- 
ful picture, but with my usual 
Philosophy of making the best of 
things I held up both hands and, 
with as engaging a smile as I could 
command, greeted my visitors with 
a welcome. I told them the predica- 
ment | was in with two sick women 
on my hands, one hungry for boiled 
rice. after fasting a month. 

Leartiing of my unavailing efforts 
to cook rice the ladies asked | 
they might go into the kitchen. Une 
of them stepped out around the cor- 
ner to her oon house to procure 
a new supply of milk. The other 
asked for a larger saucepan and 
when I offered to get more rice she 
laughed out loud, saying “you have 
enough rice here for a hotel,” 

WHERE WATER CAME IN, 

To my objection that it was not 
a cup of milk but a dairy that was 
needed, I was taught that there was 
lots of aqua pura in the faucet. 80 
I learned to make rice and milk by 
making rice and water first. 

That was in the fall of 1866 and 
T ‘am now passing my fifty-third 
year in California. I have been, dur- 
ing all this time, a close student of 
the climate of this State. Several 
vears of these I have farmed and 
have seen a good many very close 
shaves for crops in this half century, 
but never an actual failure, except- 
ing the one referred to above. ° 
promise of God to the chosen people 
of old that “seed time and harvest, 
summer and winter, shall not fail" 
has been kept to the letter in Call- 
fornia for fifty full years. 

We were a homesick crowd as we 
watched the brown hills of the State 
during the first three months at Red- 
wood City. Then in November, came 
a soaking rain, followed by another 
just before Christmas. On New 
Year's Day as we sat on the veran- 
da our home in bright warm 
sunshine and looking - across the Bay 
on the Contra Costa hills, green as 
any countryside in Ireland in May. 
and thought of other New Years 
Days in Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
we became thorough converts to 
California, so enthusiastic in our ad- 
miration that you could not pry us 
off of the State with a red hot 


| crowbar. 


NEVER NEAR DRY. 
Just before. the Weather Bureau 
was established, in the late seven- 
ties, that prince of Californians. Mr 
D. Freeman of Centinella, produced 
a crop of barley on seven inches of 
rain. I have before me rain charts 
going back as far as 1887. There 
have been clése shaves in these years 
but not. one when California has 
gone anywhere near dry. Even 
Southern California has had rainfall 
enough to produce crops, during 
every one of these seasons, yer and 
back of them until we cover the 


whole period of fifty yeafs. 
In the carly eighties, I was farm- 
Ing in the San Gabriel Valley. Early 


in the season we had fairly abundant 


rains. Then came a long spell of 
drought lasting until near the end 
of February. Most of our neigh- 
bors in discouragement walked about 
their homes with their hands in 
their pockets. We had a man hired 
by the year and horses that ate 
whether they worked or not. I just 
kept the man and horses at work 
plowing the ground. 

At last toward the end of Febru- 
ary, a change came in the weather. 

e horses had been resting for a 
few days. So one morning the 
clouds began to gather along tho 
tops of the mountains. TI got the 
man out, a seeder in the wagon and 
from that until sundown just kept 
barley spraying all over the field in 
a big shower. Next morning we 
got four horses and the big harrow 
and just raked that barley under the 
Sell to beat the band. 

FORTY-EIGHT HOURS. 

The last hour we worked in a 
brisk shower, and by the time the 
horses were in the Stable, everything 
out of doors was soaked. It rained 
for — forty-eight hours— inter- 
mittently and so gently that everv 
drop went in. In July we cut off 
of that ground three tons to the 
acre, the most elegant barley hay a 
domestic animal ever feasted on 

A couple of years after this I was 


paper. Well, one season everything 
in the heavens was blue as indigo 
and everything on earth was brown 
as Death Valley. I stuck that year 
to my Philosophy that dry years are 
unknown in California, that it 41 
ways has rained and always will 
rain. Many farmers followed my 
advice in spite of very discouraging 
appearances. 

Two-thirds of March had passed 
when one evening the paper had 
gone to vress and some of the bovs 
in the office were laughing because 
I had no weather prophecy in for 
that day. I went downstairs, felt 
a tremendous wind coming in from 
the northeast, and turning on my 
heel I ran upstairs, opened the press 
room door and called out, stop the 
press!”

SEASONAL VARIATIONS. 

In the season Sf 1890-91, at the 
end of January, there was less than 
3 inches of rain.

Americans Rush Unharmed 
Under Enemy Guns. 


Lost Patrol Spends Night Near 
Colonel Takes Prussien 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE (Wednesday) March 
6.—An American patrol comprising 
one officer and eight men, which hed 
been missing since last night in the 
sector northwest of Toul, suddenly 
emerged from a shelihole close to 
the German lines today, and made 
a dash across No Man's Land with- 
out a shot being fired at them. 

It was noon when the patrol car- 
ried out its rush to the American 
line. The men's comrades, look 
ins on, expected every second to see 
them wiped out and their safe re- 
turn was an agreeable surprise.

complete control. The tendency of 
these great grants of power. is to 
make the holders of such powers ex- 
tremely autocratic and it is only the 
greatest of men who are free from 
an inclination to exercise these 
powers in an autocratic way. It is 
impossible to wage a great war, how- 
ever, without conferring upon some 
one enormous power and responsi- 
bilities and in this country and un- 
der our Constitution and laws the 
President is naturally the one to be 
so intrusted. 

EVIL OF WAR. 
The evils of autocratic powers are 
one of the intolerable evils of war. 
They cannot be avolded, however. 
What Congress can do is to so frame 
the laws that all these enormous 
grants of power shall cease with the 
close of the war. Then we will take 
up our various rights as citizens and 
resume our normal life of peace as 
nearly as possible where we left off 
on the 6th of last April. 
I think that there have been such 
mistakes and that we could have 
inanaged better in some ways. 
These are matters of opinion, how- 
ever, and others might not agree 
With me and I do not consider the 
present good time for criticism unless 
it be a purely constructive criticism. 
I have from the first thought that as 
the nation was mobilizing all its 
forces for war it would be better to 
cut out politics and actively enlist 
ali political parties by the construc- 
tion of a coalition cabinet. It 
seems to me that it would have been 
good public policy for the President 
to have called into his official coun- 
cells some of the recognized great 
men of the Republican party and I 
believe it would Nave added to the 
general strength, of the nation if a 
few such men as Willlam Howard 
Taft, Elihu Root, Theodore Roose- 
velt and Charles E. Hughes had heen 
placed in hie’official cabinet. It is 
true the Republican party in Con- 
gress and throughout the country has 
stood firmly by the President and 
stoutly backed him up in all war 
measures. They are going to con- 
tinue to do so to the end, but would 
it not have added inspiration and in- 
creased enthusiasm had the Presi- 
dent adopted such a policy? 
COALITION CABINETS.

VISALIA, March 7.— Mrs. Orlean 
B. Howe of Oakland, on trial for 
murder in connection with the death 
of W. H. Brooks of Porterville, col- 
lapsed completely in the Superior 
Court here this afternoon after 


been chosen to try her case. The 
collapse came just after George R. 
Prestidge, County Clerk, had com- 
pleted the reading of the charge to 
the jurors. It was within a little 
more than haif an hour of the time 
set for the adjournment of court 
and Judge J. A. Allen, after a brief 
instruction to the members of the 
jury, ordered a recess until tomor- 
row morning at 10 o'clock. 

The jurors sworn to try the case 
are George Hartley, rancher, Vi- 
salia; Orrin Clapp, vineyardist, Cut- 
ler; Basil Prior, orange grower, 
Idindsay; John N. Hagler, dairyman, 
Visalia; Fred Maxon, cattleman, 
Three Rivers; W. J. G. Lambert, 
lemon grower, Venice Hill; William

It was evident not only today but 
throughout all the proceedings that 
Mrs. Howe has been exercising the 
peremptory challenge of jurors.

LT INTUITION. 

Since there has been no hesitation 
or debate when such swift orders 
have gone to counsel, it appears that 
womanly intuition as well aa cold 
logic of the lawyer will play a large 
part in the determination of the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant. 

Immediately upon the opening of 
court tomorrow morning, either 
Dist.-Atty. Lamberson or Deputy 
District Attorney Burke will make a 
brief opening statement to the jury, 
and the taking of evidence for the 
State will begin. The first witness 
called will probably be either A. G. 
Storie or W. ©. Randolph, Porter- 
vile business men, who were 
seated with W. II. Brooks in the 
lobby of the Pioneer Hotel in Por- 
terville when the shooting that 
caused his death took place. 

Hints have been given by the at- 
torneys for the State that there 
are now on the way from the East 
a number of witnesses who are ex- 
pected to combat portions of Mrs. 
Howe's story with regard to rela- 
tions which she declared in an in- 
terview, shortly after her arrest, 
furnished the ground work for the 
shooting. Who these witnesses are 
and just what line of testimony 
they are expected to give has not 
been indicated. 

GETTING EVIDENCE. 

Considerable more activity has 
been shown by both sides in their 
collection of evidence in the past two 
days. At least two investigators 
are at work in Porterville for the 
Brooks family, one of whom, a wom- 
an, has been checking up on prac- 
tically every hour of Mrs. Howe's 
residence in Porterville for several 
weeks prior to the shooting there. 
Those familiar with the line of in- 
vestigation that is being followed 
are authority for the statement that 
tome highly interesting testimeny 
may be the outcome, and that some 
of it may involve the appearance 
on the witness stand of one or two 
Porterville men who are well known 
in social and business circles. 

On the other hand, the defense 
has had private detectives at work 
in Porterville, their investigations 
having followed two distinct lines, 
one with respect to the actions of 
Mrs. Howe during her frequent 
visit there to look after her orange 
grove property, and the other to se- 
cure evidence that would tend to up- 
hold the story told by Mrs. Howe 
that W. H. Brooks had circulated 
among his friends and acquaintances 
stories that reflected upon her char- 
acter. Evidence on the first named 
line, it has been indicated by the 
friends of the defense, has been 
secured from employees of daAhe Ho- 
tel Porterville, where M Howe 
made her home during her frequent 
visits to Porterville. Witnesses have

Nurse Would Recover from 
Von Zimmermann Estate. 


Uproar is Ended by Finding 


Against Plaintiff. 


Daylight fireworks were set off 
yesterday afternoon in Justice Sum- 
merfield’'s courtroom when Mrs. 
Clara Shafer, a nurse, sought in vain 
to recover back wages from the es- 
tate of Baroness Rosa von Zimmer- 
mann, wealthy Pasadena woman, 
who died last April, leaving an es- 
tate valued at $2,500,000. 

Mrs. Shafer claimed $175 from 
the estate for nursing the Baroness, 
giving evidence that she was under 
agreement to work for $35 weekly. 
On the other hand, Attorneys W. F. 
Haas and L. A. Lewis, representing 
the estate, put Baron Willy von 
Boshkull, former private secretary 
for the baroness, on the stand, who 
testified that Mrs. Shafer was paid 
$60 a month for her services. A 
check for $35, signed by the Baron- 


ess and with “paid in full” on its. 


face, was offered in evidence by the 
estate attorneys. 

With the placing of this check in 
evidence the fireworks n. 
Leonard Erickson, formerly chauf- 
feur for the Baroness, was called to 
the stand by Attorney I. R. Rubin to 
corroborate Mrs. Shafer. 

WOULDN'T BELIEVE HIM.

Erickson was paid $100 monthly as 
a chauffeur, but he claims he took

Furthermore, the attorneys de- 
clare, Erickson's wife was paid $50 
monthly for doing the titled wom- 
ans housekeeping, but she has sub- 
mitted an additional claim for §20 
weekly, asserting that she also did 
her washing. 

When Mrs. Shafer took the stand 
Attorney Rubin attempted to ques- 
tion her, and a long series of ob- 
jections was interposed by the op- 
posing attorneys. Meanwhile the 
witness undertook herself to over- 
rule all objections and attempted to 
testify anyway until the confusion 
became so great that the court itself 
couldn't be heard. 

Mrs. Shafer was finally told to 
leave the stand, on the ground that 
her testimony, without other car- 
roborative evidence, was valueless.

“HE TRIUMPH OF SOCIALISM (Sic)! 

It is rather ironical that Germany, the | 
most autocratically ruthless nation, has 
really led the world in the development of | 
Socialism for the last quarter of a century. 
More of the Socialist principles have been 
put into practice in Germany than in any 
other vountry. State paternalism, which 
takes the responsibility away from the in- 
dividual and leaves it in the hands of the 
state, became a fetish with the shrewd 
militarist government of Germany which so 
cynically foresaw the course of events in 
which a _ servile, subsidized population 
would prove so tractable. These fine Social- 
istic theories have made of the German 
people a mere collection of cogs in state 
machinery, cogs essential to the running of 
the machine but worthless as units. 

Germany was the first nation to institute 
social insurance, that measure which a rabid 
commission is so anxious to foist upon 
California. It proved an invaluable deVice 
in making the German people absolutely de- 
pendent on the state. There was no longer 
need of individual foresightedness, individ- 
ual responsibility—the people automatically 
became dependents, subordinate to the 
state, where in a real democracy the state 
is subordinate to the people. Becoming 
sick laid the beneficiary under stern in- 
vestigation, compulsory official .cross-exam- 
ination, suspicion of malingering, state 
chosen medical service, petty rules and in- 
spections, Under this system the invalid 
promptly becomes a state ward under com- 
pulsory orders—and he is lucky if he gets a 
first-class physician, since the higher men 
in the profession scarcely find state service 
réemunerative. 

Municipal ownership, government owner- 
ship, have all been fostered by the Prussian 
government bosses, perceiving the logical 
trend of these paternalistic and socialistic 
principles. For always they make for con- 
centrated power and a political jurisdiction 
over every department of life. This ic how 


| the theory of fraternal Socialism works out 


in practice—that Socialism which is to 
make men all free and equal, with its al 
truistic doctrines of love and consideration 
for all men. Kaiserism fostered Socialism 
with fiendish intent—and the result is Ger- 


‘many—the most ruthless and brutal nation 


the world has yet encountered, a cowed 
and submissive people, dying by their mil- 
lions for the greater glory of their masters, 
and perpetrating unthinkable atrocities at 
their bidding! 

At the very outset of the war the bewil- 
dered Socialist leaders (quoted so fulsomely 
the world over as pioneers of altruism) 
found themselves caught up in the ma- 
chinery, humbly voting for a bloody, vain- 
glorious war and standing meekly 
Kaiserism—voting money and supplies and 
power, still more power to the master- 
cynics of the world. Before the war we 
used to hear grim tales of the power of So 
clalism in Germany, its encroachments 
upon sutocracy—it is to laugh! The So 
cialists were but tools in the hands of the 
shrewd and conscienceless; every measure 
they had deen proud of achieving was 
turned against them, and they knew it not. 
Their doctrine of elevating the masses be- 
came distorted and has been used but to 
elevate and support the state’s dictators in 
their bloody schemes of aggrandizement. 

Losing, starving, dying for the glory of 
their rulers, this nation of state wards fond- 
ly suppose themselves supermen. But they 
have state ownership of railways, of every 
other public service, they have municipal 
ownership of public utilities, they have 
state social insurance—and much good will 
it do them in the end. 

The nation which stood for the most so- 
clalistic measures stands the most hated 
nation in the world today. That is what So- 
cialism has done for Germany—a nation ot 
state proteges, grovelling in the service of 
ruthless masters, at their behest committing 
every crime known to civilization, support- 
ing with their lives an incredible cynicism, 
disavowing all the basic principles of good 
and right and justice! This, the triumph 
of Socialism! 


PY ENEMIES. 
Press dispatches from industrial cen- 


ters show that the production of food and 


of war supplies is hampered seriously in 
many districts by organized opposition to 
the government's war policies. The Amer- 
ican people have been reluctant to believe 
that enemy spies and propagandists are ac- 
tually carrying on an effective campaign in 
this country; but evidence of it is multiply- 
ing daily and the Federal agents are sound- 
ing repeated warnings that greater caution 
must be exercised by all citizens in discuss- 
ing either the location of troops or the man- 
ufacture and movement of war materials.

It 
was found that the technical machinery of 
some of the new machines intended for 
service in France had been tampered with 
to a degree that made accurate control of 
the planes in the air impossible. The sus- 
pect is of German parentage, and it is re- 
ported that he has already made a partial 
confession. The Department of Agriculture 
has discovered that certain insect pests 
have been surreptitiously shipped to this 
country and distributed through the great 
wheat-zrowing sections of the Middle West. 
Reports of sabotage come regularly from 
the shipyards. 

This list of the activities of German se- 
eret agents could be continued almost in- 
definitely. The government is thoroughly 
convinced that the disloyal propaganda 
spread about assiduously by enemy Ger- 
mans has become a serious menace to life 
and property in the United States.

Americans; but there are hundreds of in- 
stances in which persons of German or 
Austrian birth are abusing the sanctuary 
enjoyed by them in this country by striving 
to pour sand into the bearings of our new 
war machine. | 

Warnings are uttered almost daily by the 
Federal government against placing any 
confidence whatever in the tales circulated 
by German emissaries. They spread in- 
sidious lies which have for their object 
weakening the offensive force of this coun- 
try. The general public must remember 
that spies do not make a practice of parad- 
ing or discussing their services in public. 
The higher class ones prefer to remain 
practically unknown, even when they have 
rendered a valuable service to their gov- 
ernment. They talk little, but are extreme- 
ly good listeners. 

Speaking plainly, the American people 
have been entirely too gullible in their deal- 
ings with affable strangers since the war 
began. It is high time the average man 
and woman realized that information which 
they regard as worthless may prove valua- 
ble to an enemy country. For the period 
of the war it is absolutely necessary that 
the average man and woman vise their own 
utterances and watch carefully the acts of 
those whom they may have good reason to 
In this work loyal German-Amer- 
icans can render valuable ald. 

If a few spies were arrested on informa- 
tion supplied by Americans of German stock 
the country at large would feel an increas- 
ing respect for those who of German par- 
entage have taken the oath of allegiance 
and proved faithful to the trust imposed in 
them. The United States is taking part 
in the greatest international conflict known 
to history, and every citizen desiring to do 
his duty must remember to watch as well as 
to pray. The Times deprecates suspicion, but 
it reaffirms that the safety of the republic 
requires that every citizen shall exercise 


extreme caution. both in act and utterance, | 


lest he shall injure unconsciously the cause 
of liberty and democracy. In this connec- 
tion it is regrettable that the Federal gov- 
ernment has not been more rigorous in deal- 
ing with the spies and plotters already ap- 
prehended.

‘ancient and modern war, so far as human 
suffering is concerned, is in favor of both 
our immediate and our remote ancestors, 
The soldiers of Attila—‘“the scourge of God,” 
unlike those of Mr. Hohenzollern, “the 
partner of the devil”—did not rape women, 
roast children and cut the throats of non- 
combatants. There is not much difference 
in the destruction of values. Carthage is 
not now destroyed; but taxation, debt, pov- 
erty and losses represent a vast amount of 
devastation.

ER vivid evils of three days 
ago became a ghastly reality | 
late yesterday afternoon when 

Mrs. Victoria Sherman, 21, of No. 918 

West First street was shot and dan- 

gerously wounded by Joseph Paulus, 

her brother-in-law, almost exactly in 
the manner pictured in her vision. 

But the real tragedy went further 

than the mere dream, when Paulus, 

cut off from escape by the arrival 
of a policeman, turned the revolver 
on himself and was dead in less than 

a minute. . 

Mrs. Sherman, who was blamed 
by the man for his domestic un- 
happiness, the police were informed, 
told her sister, Mrs. Paulus, that she 
dreamed her brother-in-law placed 
a revolver in her mouth and fired. 
The dream Hngered with 
pressive realness. 

Shortiy before dark, while Mra. 
Paulus, her three children, and Mrs. 
Sherman, were in the apartment 
they heard familiar footsteps in the 
hall. The door was locked, but in 
the next instant it trembled under 
the weight of the first blow from 
Paulue's should 

BREAKS INTO ROOM, 

The second smash of the man's 
weight broke the latch plate and 
part of the door frame, and Paulus, 
gun in hand, rushed into the room. 
Before his intended victim had a 
chance to escape, he placed the 
muzzle of the gun against her lips, 
but did not succeed in forcing the 
Weapon into her mouth. 

At .the instant the man pulled 


an op- 


the trigger, Mrs. Sherman succeed- 
ed in moving the gun a few inches. 
The bullet entered the cheek, pow- 
der-burned her face, and lodged it- 
self in the neck. At the Receiving 
Hospital, Assistant Police Surgeon 
Dieterle said the wound is not fatal, 
unless blood poisoning from the 
powder sets in. 

According to the stories told De- 
tectives Louis Oaks and Winn, Paulus 
attempted to shoot his wife and 
children, but the gun, a cheap one, 
did not work. With the first blows 
against the doors, R. Hooper, a 
roomer in the Paulus apartment, who 
was in the hall —— 8 time, rushed 
into the street, and called Patrol 
man A. E. Oliver, he was patroling 
his beat. 

THEN SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


The first shot rang out just as the 
officer stripped his rain coat and 
drew his gun, approaching the room. 
Paulus apparently intended to es- 
cape, but seeing the officer darted 
into the kitchen, and shot himself. 

Last Saturday Paulus, who was a 
Pacific Electric employee, was re- 
leased from the City Jalil, where he 
served a ten-day sentence for being 
drunk. Yesterday morning he ap- 
peared at the house and asked for 
some money to go to a job in San 
Fernando Valley. His wife gave 
him $7. With the money the man 
bought the gun he used later in 
the day. 

Mrs, Sherman came to Les An- 
geles six months ago from Colorado. 
She had been making her home with 
her sister. The dead man’s body 
was taken to the mortuary of the 
Connell undertaking establishment.

DELAYS POLICE 
SALARY RAISE. 


Amendment to It. 


Proposes to Reduce Size of 
Present Department. 


Plan Meets ‘Criticism from 
Mayor Woodman. 


Councilman Crisweli yesterday 
succeeded in holding up the pro- 
posed new salary ordinance for the 
police department, when he present- 
ed an amendment and made the mo- 
tion that both measures be referred 
to the special salary committee. 
The committee said it would en- 
deavor to report back to the Coun- 
ell this morning when another at- 
tempt will de made to enact the 
ordinance. 

The ordinagce approved by six of 
the Councilmen at the caucus 
Wednesday afternoon, provides f 

totaling 833 $104,000 
annually. 


The Criswell ordinance reduces 
the increase to $39,000, but provides 
that thirty-one members of the de- 
partment be discharged. 

“We might make the increase you 
suggest and not exceed the present 
salary budget, if we arrange for 
the firing of an additional thirty- 
five men. President Farmer sarcas- 
tically remarked. 

Mr. Criswell said he believed that 
officers receiving from $169 up per 
month should be compelled to get 
along on their present salaries, and 
he believed others should receive an 
increase of $5 per month, excepting 
the patrolmen who now receive 

These, he said, should get 
$100. 


The Criswell ordinante provides 
that first year patrolmen be paid 
$100; second year men, $105; third 
year, 3110; fourth year. $115. 
Chief Butler. whose salar¥ is $250 
per month, would not ~et an increase 
if the Criswell ordinance is adopted. 

Counciiman Reeves said he op- 
nosed the original ordinance de- 
cause he did not know how the city 
could raise the money, but he said 
he would support the Criswell meas- 
ure. How the city is to get that 
money. he did not know. 

While Mr. Cleaveland was in fa- 
vor of considering some of the fea- 
tures of the Criswell ordinance, he 
said he did not believe it would be 
good policy to adopt a measure pro- 
viding for the reduction in The we. po- 
lice force. 

Mayor Woodman told the Council 
that there is no use of talking 
about reducing the number of pa- 
trolmen. “It just cannot be done.“ 
said the Mavor. “You men must 


realize that the city will need more 


men—surely no less—when the har- 
bor is working full capacity. I am 
sure there will be 15.000 men work- 
ing in the shipyards within six 
months, and this will necessitate 
additional patrolmen for that sec- 
tion. It is ridiculous to consider 
a plan which calls for a reduction 
in the force.”

No charge has been filed against 
Nagel, and none will be, it is said, 
unless other and more specific com- 
plaints are made. 

“Mr. Nagel is a good man in his 
line.” said Manager Goodwin last

CAN'T GET DAMAGES FOR 
FIRM PARTNERS DEATH. 


HE State Supreme Court yester- 
day handed down an important 
decision defining the rights of 

individuals who are a part of a cor- 
poration maintaining an action for 
de mages under the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act, and- establishing the 
faci that an individual cannot be a 


time. The dual role of Pooh-Bah 
in the “Mikado” cannot be invoked 
under the California laws, in the 
view of the court. 

The opinion arose in the petition 
for a writ of certiorari in behalf of 
Kiva I. Cooper, widow of W. I. 
Cooper, to review the action of the 
Industrial Accident Commission in 


its order denying relief to the peti- 
tioner. The court denied the writ. 

It appears from the papers in the 
case that, in 1916, Cooper took part 
in the organization of a mining 


partnership to promote certain prop- 


erties in Inyo county. Cooper being 
a mining engineer, as a member of 


the corporation exploiting the enter- 
prise, made a trip to the mine and 
while in the performance of his 
duties, verifying reports in regard 
to the assay of ores, was injured and 
later died. | 

The court holds that at the time 
vf the accident which resulted in 
Cooper's death he was a member of 
the co-partnership and not an em- 
ployee of the company. Proceeding. 
the opinion says that the Workmen's 
Compensation Act clearly does not 
contemplate such a mixed relation, 
as that existing between partners, 
wherein each member of the part- 
nership is at the same time prin- 
cipal and agent, master and servant, 
employee and employer, and where- 
in each, in any services, he may 
render, whether under his genera! 
duty as partner or under a special 
agreement for some particular serv- 
joe, is working for himself as much 
‘as for his associates in carrying on 
the business of the firm.

abundant rainfall, and the land is 
free from brush and ston 

“The Llano del Rio movement is 
now located in Louisiana and not in 
California, except that we shall hold 
the lands here to be developed as 
fruit lands. We have just planted 
out 8000 pear trees the last few days 
and have 2000 more to plant. I shall 
remain here and be in charge of 
these lands, for the purpose of de- 
veloping them for fruit purposes. 

Some of the colonists will remain 
here—just how many We have not 
yet determined; but as many as will 
be required to put in the irrigation 
pipes and take care of the trees. 

“We chartered a train and took 
the colonists down to Louisiana. 
They provided their own expenses in 
going. There are some left here. and 

understand they want to go also. 
Those that have not sufficient funds 
to make the trip will be helped out 
by others who have money. so that 
eventually all who want to go to the 
new colony may do so. 

“Our colonists had little money 
and it was necessary to have land 
that would produce enough for their 
sustenance. We found that this was 
impossible where we were. The land 
lacks humus and there was not suf- 
ficient water. the dry months it 
was simply a starvation proposition, 
but the land is suitable for fruit 
growing.” 

When asked about the colonists 


or| who are still here without funds, Mr. 


McCorkle said that there are still 
colonists: among them who have 
money and that he thought they 
would help out the others until they 
could be sent to Louisiana.

The latter was 
formerly on the Pasadena force. 

According to the statement made 
by Chief Raymond today the res- 
ignations were due to the investica- 
tion begun by him inte the fracas 
between Capt. Buck and former Po- 
lice Commissioner Carr. “Although 
my investigation so far shows that 
the encounter happened substan- 
tially as reported by the captain, I 
hold him at fault for not arresting 
Mr. Carr if the latter was as 
obstreperous as reported.“ com- 
mented the Chief, “and furthermore. 
the captain's resignation, without 
waiting for the result of my investi- 
gation, puts him in a bad light. As 
for myself, as long as I am Chief 
of this department, I intend to be 
head of the force, and no such oc- 
currenceés such as that affair of this 
week will get by me without hold- 
ing those responsible to account.”
